3. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-9, 12, 15-16, 18, and 20 have been reconsidered. 

4. No claims have been amended. Claims 2,5,10,11,1 3-1 4,17,1 9, and 20 have 
been cancelled. 

5. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-9, 12, 15-16, 18, and 20, now re-numbered as claims 1-12 are 
pending. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments made in their response dated 12/1/2008, relative to 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 has been found persuasive and therefore the rejections 
are withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-9, 12, 15-16, 18, and 20, now re-numbered 1-12 are allowed. All 
claims are either directed to a computer system, including circuitry and CPU, or a 
method involving inherent interaction with the computer system.
